Feral cornp! ints having tn this feflion 
5 been made, and fome perfons commit 
ted to Newgate, for counterfeiting the 
names of nembers in the franking of let- 
ters, it was ercdered, Mareh That the 
proper nfticet Mould lay before the houle, 
an account of the profs produce of the ge- 
neralinJand poltage of G. Britain and Ire- 
land, together with an account of the de 
dudions for inland franked letters, asnear- 
lv as the fame could be computed, from 
the year 1715 to 1763. both tneiutive, 
diftinguifhine each year: and then it was 
ordered, nem. con. that a committee 
fhould be appointed to inquire into the 
feveral frouds and abutes in relation to 
the fending or receiving of letters and 
percels free from the dutv of poflage;

time, tothe houle. Accordingly, a com- 
Mittee was appointed, in which all that 
cane were to have voices; and on the 
gia Mr Dylon, by direction from the faid 
committee, moved, that it might be an 
Intrudtion to them, that thev fhould have 
power toinguive inte abufles cominitted at 
the polteofice, by opening inland letters. 

‘bis motion being ftrenuoufly op ofed, it 
a debate; but upon the que- 
fiion’s bein; put, it was carried in the 
hegative: vhereupon it was obferved ‘by 
forie Peo) ie without Coors, That even in 
Wuipole’s time, the court- 
porty hud not the courage to oppofe a mo- 
for apponting a committee to in- 
quire into the condu& of the poft-office ; 
to which it was anfwered, That the ref- 
lutions at that time agreed to by the 
houfe, made it now unneceflary to pive 
any iuch power to the committee, 
it coud be alledged, that the polt-offi « 
had lately tranfgreffed fome of thofe refo- 
lutions*.

ec account was prefented to the houtes 


and ref-ired to the faid committee; nd 
onthe 16th Mr Diton reported to the 
houfe the following refolnvion of the com- 
mittee: ** That it appeared to the come 
mittee, thet Panes Campinott wes euilty 
of buving and felling a very great num- 
ber of franks, on which the names of lee 
veral members of that houfe were forced ; 
and that at the time of his buving and 
felling the fame, he knew the names of 
fuceh members were forged.” Which re 
folution being agreed to by the houfe, 
they ordered the faid Cumpinott to be 
comnitted to Newpate, and that Mr 
Speaker fhould iflue his warrant accords 
ingly 

At laft, on the 28th, Mr Defon report- 
ed, That the committee had confidered 
the matterto them referred; and had 
come to feveral refolutions ; which, after 
reading in his place, he delivered in at 
the table; where they were read, and 
were as followeth, viz. 

1. That it appears to this commit- 
tee, that the practice of counterfeiting 
the hands of members of this houfe upon 
Jetters in order to prevent their being 
charged with the duty of poftage, is be- 
come extremely frequent and notorious. 

2. That the buying and felling of 
covers for letters, commonly called franks, 
fipned with the names of members of this 
houfe, is allo become frequent, and is o- 
penly practifed, 

That the practice of directing 
letters to menibers of this howe, at other 


femmons or prorogation, ought to be carried 
and delivered frecly and fatcly, from all 
parts of G. Britain and Ireland, without any 
charge of poltage.

Tiiat for ai ‘urther aife ourape- 
ment to the practice of counterfeiting the 
hands of members of this houfe, the buy- 
ing or felling of franks. figned with the 
nanes of members of this houle, fhould 
be declared a breach of the privilege of 
this houte. 

And after being thus once read at the 
table, a motion was made, That the faid 
report be printed ; bat upon the qurflor’s 
being put, it pafled in the nezative: 
whereupon the firtt fix of thefe refolu- 
tions were read a fecond time, and agreed 
to by the houfe. Then the 7th was read 
a fecond tine, and being, with feveral a- 
mendments, agreed to by the houle, was 
as followeth, viz. 

That, for preventing abufes in relation 
to the dire¢ting of letters to members 
of this houfe, the privilege of receiving 
luch letters free of the duty of poltage, 
fhou'd be confined to letters to 
fect) members at avy of the ufaal plices 
of their refidence, or where they aftua ly 
are at the time, exc ph fue h printed votes 
and proceedings in parliament. or printed 
mews-fapers, as pall be fent without covers, 
or in covers open ct tthe fides. 

The tubfequent refolutions were then 
read a fecond time, but it being necefliry 
that the faid 6th and 7th re‘olutions 
fhouidertend to the members of the houle 
ot Peers, as well as to thot fe of the houle 
of Commons, theie fulfequent refolutions 
were poilponed, until after the following 
orders were moved for and agreed to, 772.

4. That Mr Dyfon do go to the Lords 
with the faid metluge. 

Then the pol'poned refolutions being 
again read, were agreed to; and the 
next dav the Lords, by meffage, acquaint - 
ed the houfe of Comons, that their Lord- 
fhips had taken the fubject matter of the 
meflage from that houfe into confidera- 
tion, and had come to the following re{o- 
lutions, viz.

P'Svious concurrence of the Lords to the 


princ'pal part of the bill they intended, 
as foon as the metlage was read, the refo- 
lutions of their committee, as agreed to 
by the houte, were again read, alter 
which it was ordered, that a bill be 
brought in, upon the debate of the houfe, 
for alcertaining and regulating, in what 
cules, and under what reftridiions, letters 
and packets fhall be fent and received 
free from the duty of pottape, and for 
preventing frauds and abufes in relation 
thereto; and . committee was appointed 
to prepare and bring tt in. 

The bill was prelented April 4. by Mr 
Dvion, when it was read a firtt time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond time. On 
the 6th it was read a fecond time, and 
committed for the 9th; whereupon a mo-~ 
tion was made, and after reading part of 
the act 9? Ann. chap. 10. [xv .328.; 
the queftion was put, That it be an in- 
ftruétion to the faid committee, that they 
have power to receive a claufe, or claufes, 
for punifhing all perféns who fhall take, 
ule, or exercile, the office or offices of 
poltmatter-general, or any part thereof, 
or apy other employment relating to the 
pott-office, or any branch thereof, as fhall 
be anv way concerned in receiving, fort- 
ing, or delivering of letters in any part of 
G. Britain, without having firft taken the 
oath contained in the faid act, and for 
nore effeQuaily preventing abufes being 
committed, by wilfully opening, embez- 
zling, detaining, and delaying, of letters 
or packets. But, after fome debate, the 
queftion upon this motion was carried ia 
the negative; and the bill having after- 
wards patled through both houles in com- 
mon courfe, it received the royal affent 
at the end of the feflion. 

OF this aét we have piven an abftra& 
[zxvi. 190.}. But as it was ftrongly in- 
liited upon by fome people without doors, 
that the above-mentioned initruction 
poled to have been given to the commits 
tee of inquiry, «nd alio the faid inftruc- 
tion propofed to have been given to the 
committee upon the bill, fhould have 
been agreed to; and that in purluance of 
them fome claules ought to have been add- 
ed for fecuring people apaintt the detain- 
ing or opening their letters at the pott- 
office; I fhall give the reader a copy of 
the oath appointed to be taken by the 
faid act 9° Ann. and an abittraét of the 
claufe which inflicts a penalty upon the 
breach of that oath,— The oath is as fol- 
lows:

detaining the Jetter directed to, or trank- 
ed by, any particular member; but he 
cannot previoully grant a warrant for de- 
taining a letier without knowing to whom 
it is dirested, or tron whom it comes. 
The word every mutt here relate there- 
fore to the time they dodetain, anda 
general warrant will do for this purpofe, 
which he may grant at any time, and for 
whatever reafon le pleales. The officer 
offending is, indeed, made liable to a 
penaity: but who will, or who can, fue 
for that penalty? No officer belonging 
to that office, will fue his brother-osicer, 
and no other perion can. A ilranger may 
be able to prove, that his letter was de- 
tained, delayed, or broke open; but he 
cannot tell, much leis prove, by whom 
this was done, unlels sume oricer belong- 
ing to that office, fhould become inform- 
er againit a brother officer; and fuch an 
informer could not, I believe, expe& to 
continue long in that, or any other pu- 
blic office in the kingdom. It mult there-

are very good on thefe oecafions, and even 
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of honey, and an ounce and half of good 
yineger; pour upon them three pints aad 
a quarter of boiling water * ; itir the mix- 
ture till the honey is diiflved, then co- 
yer up the mug; and when the Higuor is 
cold, it through a linen clot.” 

Such ailiitances will irequently quell 
the dilorder at the beginning; which, if 
hot medicines are given to iweat the pa- 
tient, will certainly become dangerous, 
if not inortal. 

3. Drinking cold water when a perlon is 
ot, This acts in the fame manner as the 
preceding caufe, but its conlequences are 
commonly more fudden and violent. It 
produces quinfeys, inflammations of the 
breaft, colics, inflanynations of the liver, 
and all parts of the beliy, with prodigious 
{wellings, vonntings, fuppreilion of urine, 
and inexpretible anguilh. 

The moft prevailing remedies are, 
bleeding adminiitered immediately; a co- 
pious drinking of warm water, with the 
addition of one fifth part of whey; or of 
the following ptilan, which is very plea- 
fant: ** Take two ounces of whole barlev, 
walh it well n hot water, then boil it in 
five pints of clean water till the barley 
burits; towards the end of the boiling 
throw in one drachm and an half of falt- 
petre, itrain it throw a linen cloth, and 
add to it an ounce and an half of honey, 
and one ounce of vinegar.” This allo 
mult be taken warm. At the fame time 
fomentations of warm water {hould be ap- 
plied to the throat, the breait and belly, 
ane a plyiter of warm water with a little 
milk {hould be injected. A half-bath of 
Wart water has often afforded immediate 
relief, 

hopelefs to admoni‘lpeople againtt

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feafon feems to require; thofe who ftrip 
while they ufe any labour or exercile, 
fhould be ture to put on their cloaths the 
moment their labour or exercife ts over. 

As thefe changes of weather are free 
quently attended with fudden, violent, 
and unexpetted rain, it frequeatly 
pens, that people ave wetted to the ‘kin, 
even while they are ina ilite of peripiras 
tion with heat: if thev coatiaue the ex. 
ercife they were uiiag whea the accident 
happened, without remitiion, til they can 
change their cloaths, they will generally 
avoid ill confequences, otherwile they are 
in danger of fatal pleurifies. 

When the body and limbs have been 
wet, the be(t expedient of all is, to bath 
thein im warm water. If the segs and 
feet onty have been wet, it will be futi- 
cient to bath them only. The bath is 
{till more etfectual if a tittle foup be dil- 
folved in it. 

5. Clofe and putrid air. The fume of 
dunghills, ttagnant water, ance, in gene- 
ral, all ttinks, are im the bigheit degree 
unwholefome. The windows of fimall 
houles ought to be opened daily in all 
weathers, for a certain time; farmers 
faould never keep their dungiills near 
their houfes; and, in town, when the 
fhores are offenhve, every poflible expe- 
dient fleuld be uled to let the putrid air 
out, and freth air in. 

6. Drunkeaneis. The poor wretches 
who abandon themfelves to drunkeunefs, 
if they do not die of inflammations of the 
breatt, pleurifies, or fome other critical 
ditorder, in the tlower of life, do infalli- 
bly fink into a premature old age, with 
ali its weaknefs and all its pains. The 
weakneis incurred by dronkenne(s is al- 
mott always incurable, apd fo are mott of 
the dileafes, particularly the afthina and 
droply. 

2. Bad tread. This is a much more 
peneral caufe of difeafe than the public is 
aware of. Bread is bad, either when it 
is made of bad corn, or when it is ill 
made. It is ill made when it is adultera- 
ted with allum, when it does not rile 
fusficiently, and when it is baked too lit- 
tle. Children and valetudinarians fuf- 
fer greatly, by difeafes arifing from this 
caufe. 

Bad paftry-meat, and fruit-pies, and 
puddings, are allo extremely pernicious ; 
the dough is often unleavened, ill baked, 
and preafy ; and it is ftuifed with either 
st or four ingredients, which render the 
iil qualities of the dough more active. 
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Women and children, 
pla ces, anda 
pie, confune moft of this food, ar 
very fubjeéts to whom it is 
cious. It produces obftruetions 
bowels, a flimv vilciditv in the general 
mals of humours, peneral weaknes, flo 
fevers, ahecuc, the rnckets, andthe kin 
evi!. 

This article is concluded with a vene- 
ral remerk ot it Importance * Eat- 
inp lowly, and chewing very well,” lays 
Dr Tyflot, ** greatly letlen the danger of 
a bad regimen. and increate the benents 
of a good one.” 

8. Bod weter. Thisis acommon caufe 
of mfiome count rV- but 
the bad efe¢ts of water may b 
prevented by the fi ilo ving n ethods. 

If water its thick endturbid, ornot clear, 
it fhould be left to fettle we itis u- 
fed; and it will generally become pure, 
merely by fettling. It net, and it ap- 
rears to be flimy or muddy, it thould be 
poured into a large half tiled with 
clean fancd, aid ul, 10 as per- 
fectiv to mix the fand with it. When the

3ut foppofing that fweating was bene- 
ficial at the beotnming of dileates, the 
method generally taken to excite it 
would, neverthelefs, be fatal. The firtt 
endeavour is, to (lifle the patient with the 
heat of a clofe apartment, and a load 
of covering, at the fame time taking all 
potiible care to prevent a breath of freih 
air from iqueezing into the roorn ; in cone 
fequence cf Which the air he breathes is 
very foon unfit for refpiration, and, with 
the weight of his bed- ch vaths Ss is futicient 

to produce a fever, if there had been na 

tendency to one before. The next ep 
is, to adminifter the mott heating things, 
Venice treacle, wine, ftrong wine whey, 
with fpirits of hartthorn, and other mix- 
tures, with fatfron, and other ingredients 
of the fame medicines which both 
heat and bind, when the dilecte requires 
that the patient fhould be kept covi, and 
the belly mole rately open. 

It is indeed tr Ue, that fweating does 
cure fome difeaiesin the beginning : but 
this hay pens when the difeate arifes

In confequence of this abfurd and fatal 
mation, feve: s that would not others 
be dongerous, aie frequently rendered 
mnostal. 
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Let this certain truth, therefore, be 
henceforth believed and remembered, Ne- 
cer yer did axy perfon in a fever die merely 
throwzh weakne/s. They may be fupport- 
ed even for fome weeks, by water only; 
and will be ftronger, at the end of that 
time, than if thev had taken fotid food 5 
fince folid food can only increate ther dil- 
eafe, and confequently their weaknels, 
of which their difeafe is the caufe. From 
the frft invafion of a fever, dipettion cea- 
fes; whatever folid food is taken, corrupts 
and adds ftrength only to the diftemper. 

The fame prejudice that forces the fick 
toeat, under a notion of piving them 
frength, forces them to eat the molt per- 
nicious kind of food; ftrong gravy, foup, 
eggs, and fleth. as long as it can by any 
efort he chewed and fwallowed. Tfamanin 
perfect health thou'd be compelled to eat 
finking meat, rotten eggs, and four broth, 
he would very foon be feized with vomiting, 
purging, and delirium; livid {pots would 
at length appear; and he would be in the 
utmoit danger from whatis called the purple 
fiver. Now meat given toa maniia te- 
ver, very foon becomes putrid, eggs rot- 
ten, and broth four; fo that he is in the 
fame ftate exaéily as the healthy perion 
juttdetcribed, who fhould take tbefe ali- 
ments in their putrid ftate; and the dii- 
order which they would produce, being 
fuperadded to that before fubfifting, it is 
tafy to conceive what mutt be the fate 
ofthe patient. The only things that can 
firencthen the fic R, are thoje that weaken 
the difeale. 

Out of twenty fick perfons who die in 
the country, two thirds would have reco- 
vered if they were only lodged in a place 
where the air was (weet, and fupplied with 
abundance of vo d weter. 

As long as there is a bitter or ranfeous 
tafte in the mouth, a loathing of food, 
a bad breath, he t and feverifhnef:, with 

fortid fools, and little and a high coljoured 
inne; fo long all flefh, flefh-foup, eggs, 
and all food of which they make part, 
end all Venice treacle, wine, and cor- 
Gals, are abjolutely poifon. 

The prejudices which a contrary to 
thefe principles have coft Europe MIL- 
LIONS OF LIVES, 

A third praftice very common, and 
very danperous, is the purging and vos 
Miting a patient in the beginning of a dif- 
tale; for though it is sometimes pro- 
Per, yet it fhould be confidered as a ge- 
here| rule, that they are hurtful. 

The intention of purging and vomiting 

Vou. XXVIL 
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at the beginning of inflammatory difeafes, 
is, to remove the load and opprefion at 
the ttomach, which ceufes a difpotition to 
vomit, a dry mouth, a toul tongue, great 
thir't, and yeneral uneafinefs: but we 
nay judge of the inefficacy of that mea- 
fure, by confidering the tongue as a kind 
of jample of the itomach ; it may be wafh- 
ed, gargled, and even feraped to very 
little purpole, at firit; but when the pa- 
tient has diluted feveral days, and the 
heat, fever, and fizinels of the humours, 
are abated, this fouinets will feparate 
and come away of itlelf. Thus the tto- 
nach may be purged again and again at 
the beginning, and be ttill foul, like the 
tongue, after wathing, pargling, and 
feraping; but after refrefhing and delu- 
ting remedies have been adminittered a 
proper time, it will become clean by a 
vialural effort, and the effects of its foul- 
nels will difappear without purging, 

Purging in thefe cafes, when it does 
no good, does harm: it increafes the 
pain and inflammation; it draws the hu- 
mours upon thole parts which were before 
overloaded, and dilcharges the thinner 
part of the blood; and confequently in- 
creales the thicknels of what remains. 
Purges take the ufeful, and leave the 
hurtful bumours behind. 

The vomit does worle, if adminiftered 
before the humours have been diminifhed 
by bleeding, and diluted by {mall liquors ; 
it produces inflammations of the ftomach, 
of the lungs, of the liver, foffocations, 
and phrenzy.

ly witheld from them. 

D: Tyflot particularly recommend 
cherries, frawherries, rafpberries, and 
mulberries; apples, pears, and plums, he 
favs, are rather lefs fucculent, and there- 
fore lefs proper ; he recommends allo Chi 
na oranges and lemons, but without eny 
of the peal, either tm fubttance or intue 
fiona; but, he favs, all theie fruits tho uley 
in 2 continual fever, be taken often, im 
finall quantities.

8. His bed fhould be conttant!y made 
every day, and his fheets and linen fhould 
be changed every two days; taking, how- 
ever, the greateit care that they are dry, 
even as tinder. 

Nothing conduces more to continue a 
fever, than keeping the fick contlantly in 
bed, and refufing him a conftant fupply 
of freth linen, though an unhappy pre- 
judice has eftablifhed a contrary notion, 
to the lofs of many thoufand lives that 
might otherwife have been preferved. 

The obfervance of thefe fimple rules 
has radicaily cured many acute difeaies 
Without other medical affittance; and it 
willcertainly mitigate them all, and ren- 
cer other afliftance, when it can be had, 
more effectual. 

Dieales are not to be expelled at once 
by rough and precipitate ufupe; they muit 
have their certain career and courfe; and 
medicines fhorten this courfe on- 
ly by killing the patient. 

‘When the fick is recovering, he mut 
not be impatient to recover itrength by 
eeting folid food of high flavour, and 
luppoled nourithing qualities. He thould 
Mereale the quantity by degrees; and 
When the fever js completely terminated, 
Cat iparingly of white meats, light broth, 
plainly drefied. 

In proportion to the abatement of the 
fhould allo leflen the 
his drink ; he fnould eat little 
he thould chew bis folid food 
fhould go abroad as foon 

wh Seed, if he rides, it thould be 
oul’ isprincipal meal; and all exercile 
rather be taken before that meutl, 
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than after it; he fhould eat very | ttle 
food at night; be thould not remain in 
bed above eight hours; the {welling of 
the legs and ancles, which utuclly hap- 
pens about this time, will go off of itielf; 
it is not neceflary the patients fhould po 
to iteol every dav; but they fhould not 
be without one above two or threes on 
the third day they thould have a plyter, 
and fooner if thev feel lot or puifed op, 
if they are reftleis, or have pains in the 
head. 

If they continue weak with fome irre- 
gular fever from time to time, with a 
diiorder of the flomech, thev thould take 
three dotes daily of the folloving pre- 
feription. ** One ounce of the bet Je- 
fuit’s bark in fine powder, divided iuto 
fixteen equal parts.” 

They mutt not return to their labour 
too foon.

{pect jor the charafers of Alcibiades and 
Petronius, etpecially the letter, whom he 
would glacly be thought to refemble. 
His cetradors charged him with fome de- 
gree of affectation; and, perhaps, not al- 
together without grounds; fince it was 
hardly poflible for a vouns man, with 
halt the bufinets of the nation upen him, 
and the applaule of the whole, to efcape 
fome tincture of that infirmity. He had 
been early bred bufinels, was a 
arttul nepotictor, and perfeétly under- 
flood foreign Rut what I have 
often wondered at in aman of his temper, 
was, his precigious application, when- 
ever he thought it necejlarv; for he would 
plod whole days and nights, like the low- 
eft clerk in an office. His talent of (peak- 
ng in pubhe, for which he was fo very 
much celebrated, T know nothing of, ex- 
cept trom the intormations of others; but 
uncerflanding men, of both parties, have 
atured me, that in this point, in ther 
memory and judgment, be was never e- 
gualied.” 

** ‘The Earl of Oxford is a perfon of as 
much virtue, as can pothbly confit with 
the love of power; and his love of power 
no gieater than whet is commen to 
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men of his fuperior capacity ; neither did 
any man ever appear to value it lefs, afier 
he had obtained it, or exert it with more 
moderation. He is the only inftance that 
ever fell within my memory, or obferva- 
tion, of a perfon pafiing from a private 
life, through the feveral {tages of great. 
nels, without any perceis eable impreflion 
upon his temper or behaviour, As his 
own birth was illuflrious, being defcend- 
ed from the heirs-general of the Veres 
and the Mortimers, fo le feemed to va- 
lue that accidental advantage in bimfelf, 
and others, more than it could pretend 
to deferve. He abounded in good-na- 
ture, and good-humeur ; although fubject 
to paflion, as I have heard it affirmed by 
others, and owned by himfelf; which, 
however, he kept under the ttricteft go- 
vernment, tii] towards the end of his mi- 
niftrvy, when he began to grow toured, 
and to (uipect bis triends; and, perhaps, 
thought it not worth his pains to manage 
any lonper. He was a great favourer of 
men of wit end learning, particularly the 
former, whom he caretled without diftine- 
ton of pariy, and could not endure to 
think that any of them fhould be his enee 
mies; and it was his good tortune that 
none of them ever appeared to be fo; at 
leaft, if one mav judge by the libels and 
pampilets publiihed again him, which 
he trequentiy read, by way of anuiement, 
with a mott unatice&ed indifference 
Neither do I remember ever to have en- 
dengered his good opinion fo much, as by 
appearing unealy when the dealers in that 
kind of writing firtt began to pour out 
their feurrilities againfl me; which, he 
thoucht, was a weaknels altogether in- 
excufable in a man of virtue and liberal 
education. He had the greatett variety 
of hnowleepe that Ihave any where met ; 
was a perfeét matter of the learned lan- 
guoges, and well fkilled in divinity. He 
had a prodigious memory, and a moll ex- 
uct judgment. In drawing up any ftate- 
paper, no man had more proper thoughts, 
or put them in fo ftrong and clear a light. 
Although his flyle were not always core 
re, which, however, he knew how to 
mend; yet, often, to fave time, he would 
leave the finaller alterations to others. 
I have heard that he {poke but feldom 12 
parliament, and then rather with art than 
eloquence : but no man equalled him ia 
the knowledge of our conititution ; the 
reputation whereof made him be chofea 
{peaker to three fucceflive parliaments; 
vhich oftice I have often heard his 
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mies allow bim to have executed with u- 
niverfal applaufe. His fagacity was {uch, 
that I could produce very amazing in- 
ftances of it, if they were not unieafon- 
sble. In all difficulties, he immediately 
found the true point that was to be pur- 
fued, and adhered to it: and one or two 
others in the miniftry have confedled very 
oftento me, that, after having condemn- 
ed his opinion, they found him in the 
right, and themlelves in the wrong. He 
was utterly a flranger to fear; and, con- 
fequently, had a pretence of mind upon all 
emergencies. His liberality, and contempt 
of money, were uch, that he almott ruin- 
ed his eftate while he was in employ- 
ment; yet his avarice for the public was 
fo great, that it neither confitted with 
the prelent corruptions of the age, nor 
the civcumftances of the time. He was 


‘feldom miftaken in his judgment of men, 


and therefore not apt to change a good 
or il] opinion by the reprefentation of o- 
thers; except toward the end of his mi- 
nifiry. He was affable and courteous, 
extremely ealy anc agreeable in conver- 
fation, and altogether difengaged ; regu- 
lar in his life, with great appearance of 
picty; nor ever guilty of any expreflions 
that could poflibly tend to what was in- 
decent or profane. His imperfections 
Were, at leait, as obvious, although net 
fo numerous, as his virtues. He had an 
air of fecrecy in bis manner and counte- 
nance, by no means proper for a great 
miniftery becaufe it warns all men to pre- 
pare againit it. He often gave no an- 
wer at all, and very feldom a dire& one. 
And] the rather blame this refervednefs 
et temper, becaufe I have known a very 
cifferent prattice fucceed much better: 
of which, among others, the late Earl of 
Suncerland, and the prefent Lord Som- 
Mersy perfons of preat abilities, are re- 
matkable intlances; who ufed to talk in 
0 frank a manner, that they feemed to 
— the bottom of their bearts, and, 
“ppearance of confidence, would 
ry unlock the breafts of others. But 
of pleads, in excufe of 
aan Be, that he hath feldom or never 
vunicated any thing which was of 
eg to be concealed, wherein he 
naan been deceived by the vanity, 
indifcretion of thofe he dif- 
Another of his imperfec- 
of va iver ally known and complained 
or delay; which 
be natural to him ; although 

4 bore the blame without the guilt, 
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and when the remedy was not in his 
power; for never were prince and mini- 
{ter better matched than his fovereign 
and he, upon that article: anc, there 
fore, in the difpofal of employments, 
wherein the Queen was very abfolute, 
a vear would often pafs before they could 
come to a determination. I remember he 
was likewile heavily charged with the 
commen court-vice, of promifing very li- 
berally, and feldom performing ; of which, 
although { cannot altogether acquit him, 
vet, I am confident, his intentions were 
generally better than his difappointed fo= 
licitors would believe. It may be likes 
wife faid of him, that he certainly did not 
value, or did not underftand, the art of 
acquiring friends ; having made very few 
during the time of his power, and con- 
tracted a great number of enemies. Some 
of us ufed to obferve, that thofe whom 
he talked well of, or futkered to be often 
near him, were not in a fituation of much 
advantage ; and that his mentioning o- 
thers with contempt, or diflike, was no 
hindrance at all to their preferment. £& 
have dwelt the longer upon this great 
man’s character, becaule I have obferved 
it fo often miftaken by the wife reafoners 
of both parties: befides, having had the 
honour, tor almoit four years, of a near- 
er acquaintance with him than uftally 
happens to men of my level, and this 
without the leaft mercenary obligation, I 
thought it lay in my power, as I am fure 
it is in my will, to reprefent him to the 
world with impartiality and truth.” G, 
Tue Dean’s chara¢ter of Lord Boling= 
broke is very highly coloured.—If we re- 
fect on the time when it was drawn, and 
the high reputation of the original, it 
mutt be allowed to be juft; and that une 
der the Jibertics here cenfured by the 
Dean, is concealed the profligate dilre- 
gard his Lordihip had for ail religion, 
and his unbounded perfidy towards all 
parties and perfons with whom he was 
connected. It was then little fufpected, 
that this pillar and patron of the high- 
church was, (if he had any principle at al]) 
a rank atheiit-—— Though the Earl of 
Ozford is profefledly our authors hero. 
yet we cai eafily fee, in the ftrokes he 
has thrown into his picture, the darknefs, 
the referve, the craft, and the perplexity, 
with which he has been charged by his 
enemies; for the Dean frankly owns that 
precraitiuation and delay (which others 
perbaps may term treachery and breach 
of faith) was one of his imperfections, u- 
niverfally 
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niverfally known and complained of. The 
author, however, has omitted to inform 
us, that this other pillar of the high- 
church was by education and principle a 
Giflenter.

Williom Hazle, a young fellow about 
twenty-two vears of age, born at Win- 
bleton in Surry, where he tubitted by 
hufbandry, was profecuted by one Gappv, 
for robbing him on the highway of a 
guinea and jome filver; and Gappy fwear- 
ing pofitively to his perfon, and to the 
fs, he was convicted. 

When Mr Bradbury, the minifter who 
attended him, inquired whether he ace 
knowledsed the juttice of his fentence, 
he aniwered, No, for that he was wholly 
innocent of the fa@ fworn apuintt him. 
Upon being farther quetiioned, be faid, 

That Gappy, the fellow who protecu- 
ted him, had been his fellow-fervant ; 
that they had been drinking together at 
the White Horie at Streatham; and that 
qvarrelling as they went along, Gappy 
fruck him in the ‘ace ; which he refent- 
ed, and beat leverelv; but that he 
neither robbed him, nor ever intended it. 

Though the poor youth conttantly per- 
fifted in this fory, and confirmed it by 
» Mr Brad- 
bury did not implicitly believe him; but 
his mind being brought into doubt, he 
went to Streatham to make fuch inquiries 
as might tend to afcertain the convia’s 
mnocence or guilt. 

When he came thither, he found one 
Newland, who aflifted in apprehending 
Hazle, and was with him before Fielding. 
Newland declared, that when Gappy was 
examined before that magiftrate, he would 
not {wear Hazle was the man that robbed 
him. 

This was a verv Rrone circumftance in 
the prifoner’s favour, for Gappy having 
been fellow-fervant with Hacle, mutt 
know his perfon; and going with him 
from the public houfe where they hed 
been drinking, muft know whether he 
€id cr did net rob him. He juftly fu- 
{peed therefore that Gappy, in the bite 
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ternels of his revenge, had fworn that 
Hazle had robbed him; but that, being 
flapgered in his diabolical purpofe when 
hrit examined by the mapiftrate, he had 
not obduracy enough on the fudden to 
reiterate his perjury; though between 
that and his trial he had time to furmount 
his feruples, and fortify bimfelfin bis pur- 
pole of revenge. 

In this opinion he was confirmed, by 
farther inquiry, upon which he was cres 
dibly informed, that Guppy afked the 
landjord of the very public houle where 
be hac been drinking with Hazle, on the 
very myht when he fivore he was robbex 
of a guimea and tome filver, if he weuld 
truit him for a pint of beer, alledging 
that he had no money. 

But notwithilanding Mr Bradbury's 
fcruples were now entirely removed, and 
he could not but conclude that the pri- 
foner had great injuftice done him by the 
iniquity of the profe-utor, the poor fel- 
low was hanged pufuant to his fenterce, 
folemnly declaring his iunecence with his 
laft breath. 

It is {urely greatly to be regretted, that 
upon fuch occafions accets is fo difficult 
to thofe who alone have power to ** pre- 
ferve them that are appointed to die.” 
The known goodne!s of our graciou- fo- 
vereign is fuch, that he would with joy 
have interpoted, if he had but known 
there was fuch an occifion to exert at 
once both his jultice and his mercy. G.

HISTORICAL AFFAIRS. 
TuRKY. 


They write from Conftantinople, that 
the Porte was continually fending troops 
and all manner of military ftores crofs the 
Black fea into Georgia, to be emploved 
in quelling the rebellion in that country. 
Some letters from Petertburg fay, that the 
Kan of the Ta:tars does not feem difpofed 
to obey the late orders of the Porte (261. } 
to repair to Conftantinople. 

POLAND. 

“ Warfaw, May 22. By advices from 
Cowland we learn, that the public tran- 
guillity is far from being re-eftablifhed in 
that duchy, many’ gentlemen {till refu- 
fing to acknowledge the Duke Erneft 
John, notwithitending the fevere orders 
which the King has addrefled to them, 
and in fpite of the threatening declara- 
tions which the Emprefs of Rufiia has 
caufed to be made, for engaging them to 
change their condu&.” 


RUSSIA. 


“ Peterlburg, May 7. A few days ago 
the ratifications of the treaty lately con- 
cluded between this court and that of 
Denmark, were exchanged at the houfe 
ofthe privy counfellor Panin. The en- 
gagements contained in it are faid, in 
part, to regard Holftein.” 

According to advices from Peterfburg, 
of May 27. it has lately been difcovered, 
that the fea which feparates Kamtfchat- 
ka, belonging to Ruflia, from America, 
is full of iflands; and that the farther 
moft point of the peninfula of Kamtfchat- 
ka from the coaft of America, which is di- 
rely eaft from it, is no more than two 
degrees and a half. In that latitude, two 
degrees and a half of longitude donot make 
eighty Britith miles. From this difcove- 
is {lrongly conje@ured, that Afia 
and America formerly joined there, and 
that the peopling of the latter is thus fair- 
ly accounted for; efpecially as the ftature, 
habit, language, manners, &c. of that 
part of America, are much the fame with 
thofe of the inhabitants of Kamtichatka. 


SWEDEN. 


" Stockholm, May 14. It has been re-

DENMARK,

fhip, at Bander Abaih on the Perfian 
gulf, from Bombay in the Fait Indies, 
on the roth of February lait; from 
whence he intended to go to Bagdad, 
Diarbeck, and Aleppo. 


GERMANY. 


They write from Viena, that the ar- 
my of obfervation upon the frontiers of 
the Auftrian dominions is foon to be re- 
called, in confequence of the good under- 
ttanding which at prelent fubfitts between 
the Imperial court and that of Conftanti- 
nople. 

Letters from Dresden, of May 27. ad- 
vile, that the French Proteftants fettled 
there have obtained the liberty of exer- 
cifing their religion in public, and a li- 
cence to build a chapel in fome conve- 
nient place of that capital. 

Ratifbon, June 10. The Baron de 
Gimmingen, EleGoral minitter of Brunf- 
wick, has jutt remitted to the direétory of 
Mentz anew piece, which contajns ten 
fheets, refuting what the Chapter of O/- 
naburg has alledged to mvalidate the mo- 
tives which engaged the Electorate of Ha- 
nover not to cede to the {aid Chapter, 
the independent regency during the mi- 
nority of the Prince Billiop. With this 
view, the work before us tends to prove,

FRANCE. 

“© Paris, May 27. About three weeks 
ago we were intormed, that the members 
ot the parliament of Britany hed retolved 
to refign their places, but in fuch a man- 
ner as to continue their functions till {uch 
time as it pleated his Majetty to replace 
them. As thev after agreed todelibe 
rate again on this tubject the 2oth of this 
month, it was expected that they would 
have changed their refolution; but we 
this moment learn, that being ailembled 
that day, they have refolved, by a great 
majority, $7 again{t 27, to lav down their 
ofhces immediately. We are impatient 
to fee what flep the court will take on 
this occ.fion, 

St Lizie, (capital of Conferansin Ga/- 
cony) May 29. On the ‘roth of this 
month, the Sunday of the Octave of the 
Alcenfion, about eleven in the morning, 
they had an earthquake in the Pyrenees, 
which was felt feverteen lesques round.

Their flock), «tfright- 
ed at the neile, aflembled round them, a3 
if could hace found there the fafe- 
ty and defence they fourht avainit 
the other dangers which threatened them. 
Jnthort. a feene of g eater contterns- 
tion was fearcely ever beheld. But it 
did pot end confternation alone: 
feveral perfons have loit their hives, and 
there are many more danperoutly il of 
their friphte or bruifes. A number of at- 
tle perifhed; feveral churches, and 
others, thofe of St Lizir, Aitou, 
and Duchentein, are greatly cracked and 
cam. ved, and many v aults laid open, &c. 
— This earth quake was follo. ved by le 
ven others in the {pace of twenty- four 
hours; bet they were lefs violent. The 
fecond was not above half a quarter of an 
hour after. The interval between the o- 
thers was more confiderable, fometimes 
an hour, fometimes fix.

End It is with didiculty they can

ed, they will have nothing to ferve 
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asa mediun of trade. This ruins theie 
trade, and puts them upon manutactures.

They have long made fome 
hemp and flax, but they are dearer here 
than in Euyland. Hemp fells for sol. a 
ton; and we are told it bears the fame 
price, upwards of 301.

in the bay of Honduras, March 26. 1765.6 
HAVING this day received the Governor 

of Jucatan’s anfwer to my difpatches, 

incloling the duplicate of the order from 
the court of Spain, I herewith fend his 
anfwer, and a tranflation thereof, and 
defire you will communicate the fame ta 
their Lordfhips; acquaiating them like- 
wife, that the logwood-cutters in the bay 
of Honduras have had pofieilion given 
thein in form, by the commandant at Bac- 
calar, agreeable to an order he received 
from the Governor of Jucatan, to rein{tate 
them at Rowley’s Bite, the New River, 
and Rio Hondo, the places from whence 
they had been driven. 

I have the pleafure to aflure their Lord- 
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fhips, that I have ftri@ly obeyed their 
orders, in feeing his Majetty’: commands 
punctually executed; and likewile to af- 
{ure them, that the inhabitants of the 
bay are perfeétly fatistied. 

Don Philip Remirez de E:tenos, late 
Governor of Jucatan, who was the caule 
of the difturbances in the bay, is dead. 
The prefent Governor feems greatly con- 
cerned at the concuét of his prececeflor ; 
and exprefles the highett regard and e- 
fteem for his Britannic Majefty’- tubjeés ; 
and aflures us he will endeavour, in eve- 
ry initance, to manifeft, by his future 
conduct, the truth of his aiertion, by li- 
ving in the ftrictelt harmony with them. 

I have ordered the {hips with the troops 
that came down with me, back to Jamai- 
ca; and am myfelf going to Penfacola, to 
execute their Lordthips orders. am,

Tranflation of a letter from the Governor of 
Fucatan, to Sir William Burnaby, in the 


bay of Hondsras. 


I received, by the hands of Lieut. James 
Cock, the efteemed favour of your Excel - 
lency’s letter dated the 16th of January, 
and with it the duplicate of the royal or- 
der of the King my mafler; in which he 
difepproves the meafures taken by my 
predecefior Don Philip Remirez de Eite- 
nos, in difturbing the lopwood-cutters in 
their occupation in Rio Hondo, and thet 
They fhould be re-eftablifhed in thoie pla- 
ets where they cut before. Your Excel- 
Jency afluring me, that the intention of 
his Britannic Majefty is to preferve per- 
fe& harmony and friendthip with the 
court of his Catholic Mujefly and his fub- 
je@s; and in this intelligence, and in 
obedience to his royal order, I have 
wrote to the commandant of Baccalar, 
that, without the leaft demur, he put 
the fubjects of his Britannic Mojetty in 
poflefiion of logwood- cutting m Rio Hon- 
do, where he is to permit them the free 
ute of that trade without incommeoding 
them, treating them with the utmost 
politenets, as they are (ubjeéts of a na- 
tion at friend{hip with us. And for my 
part, I have the honour to aflure your Ex- 
cellency, that under no pretext whatfo- 
ever there fhall be the leaft extortion of- 
fered to thé fubjects of his Britannic Ma- 
jefty employed in cutting logwood ; being 
atlured his Majelty would be greatly con- 
cerned at any change that might inter- 
rupt the good harmony that fubfifts be~ 
tween the two crowns,

BRITISH WEST INDIES. 


Famaica, Dec. 24. 1764. Me PC. a 
merchant in Spanilh Town, abont ten 
days ago, caufed a writ of Venditicni Ex. 
to be executed upon the coach-borles 
of M: QO. one of our aflembly-men, for a 
debt of confiderable Manding ; which not 
only had like to have produced a quarrel 
between thefe two gentlemen, (iad it 
not been happily prevented by fome other 
gentlemen, friends to both parties, who 
were prefent when Mr O. afked Mr C. in 
a tavern, whether ke could draw? and 
when C. calmly replied, that he could 
not only draw, but do anv other thing that 
agentleman required of him), but alfo has 
actually produced much confufion and 
ditturbance throughout this ifland already; 
nor is it certain how it will end. Por 
though the private quarrel was ttopped, 
(which from the beginning was not very 
likely to become very feriows), yet it was 
inftantly adopted by the whole houfe of 
aflembly, who looked upon that atfront 
and difgrace which was offered to Mr O. 
as an affront offered to the whole body of 
which fe was a member. For in the body- 
politic, as well as in the natural body, it 
is a fixed maxim, That if one member 
fufers, all the members fuffer with it. 
A: foon, therefore, as the boule met, it 
was immedlately refolved, That the de- 
puty-marfhal, for ordering the writ to be 
executed, and Mr C. and one W. the 
marfhal’s man, for endeavouring to exe~ 
cute it, fhould be taken into cuitody 
their meflenger ; which was accordingly 
done. But C. and M'‘N. who were not 
very well pleafed with their confinement, 
petitioned his Excellency, as Chancellor, 
for their Habeas corpus, which bis Excel- 
lency granted; as he could not, without 
forfeiting at leaft a thoufand pounds, re 
fufe, had he been fo inclined; which I 
believe he was not. However, in order 
to quafh the whole affair, if polible, 
prudently defired the immediate atten: 
ance of the whole houfe, then fitting; — 
alter having paffed fuch few of the - 
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June 1765. 
as were ready, he prorogued them 
coce till the next day, without afligning 
any particular reafon for fy doing; which 
was much better, as they had fome reaton 
toexpect aihort prorogation fram other of 
their over-hatty proceedings, which could 
not well be amended otherwite. But not- 
withtanding this prudent behaviour of 
the Governor, in order to preferve the 
peace of the country, thele inconfiderate 
gentlemen, as loon as they were met the 
next day, the rgth initant, in{ftead of pro- 
ceedung to the public bufinels, which was 
very backward, they with great warmth 
and eagernets inftantly retumed the above- 
mentioned cifagreeable fubject, voted a 
{tring of refolutions con.) afcertain- 
ing their privileges, and one to take a- 
gain the fame perfons into the cuftody of 
their meflenger, for a violation of thofe 
privileges which they would fain eftablith. 
The priioners puriued their former courte, 
and petitioved, as before, for Uietr 
beas corpus; which was again granted: 
and the meflenger of the aflembly was or- 
dered the next morning to wait upon tie 
Chancellor ; which he did, with the per- 
fons which he had in cuftody ; whom the 
Chancellor was pleafed to tell, he would 
hear by their counfel, either that day or 
the next. The prifoners chofe the latter ; 
and on Friday morning they appeared 
with their keeper, in the circle of a ve- 
ty humerous acquaintance, big with the 
expectations of the day. After three gen- 
tlemen of the long robe had largely {po - 
ken on the fubject of privilege, &. his 
Excellency was pleafed to decree, from 
the courfe of the pleadings, and his own 
Private jucgment, thet it did not appear 
tohim, either fiom the laws of G. Bri- 
tan, from thofe of this ifland, or from 
precedent, cuflom, or ufage whatfo- 
ever, that any member of the aflembly 
ot Jamaica fhould be protected Guring the 
tefhon, except in his perfon only, and 
therefore the prejent confinement of the 
Priioners was illegal: upon which they 
Were again fet at liberty: the whole of 
Which decretal order was in direct oppofi- 
ton to what the aflembly had a day or 
two before voted, viz. ¢ That every 
member thould, beGides in his verfon, be 
ProteSed in fuch goods and chattels as 
for his accommodation du- 
6 his attendance on that boufe.” The 
fcree of the Chancellor put the whole 
oufe of aflembly into a flame; for no 
were they met, than the 


Was cleared, th “ 
Vou. XXVIL doors locked, and a ge 
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neral committee, with Mr C— J— at 
their head, formed; who, after a long, 
loud cabal, when the Speaker had again 
taken the chair, and cailed to order, ree 
ported trom the committee, among other 
things, as follows, viz. ** That his Exe 
celleney, bv taking upon himfelf, as 
Chancellor, to hear and determine upoa

red the lols of dving Liberty, as would 
have foftened the bardeit heart, and mide 
even 2 favage flave to weep! O Liberty ! 
Omy Country! inv Country ! my bleeding 
Country, and dying Liberty! And who 
can be furprifed that fuch eloquence as thts 
fhould have fo much wrought upon this 
deeply cffected body, as further to pro- 
duce the following refolution:

and Council in Bengal, dated the 26th 
of November laft, That the troops under 
the command of Major Munro, having 
advanced towards the army commanded 
by the Kine Shah Aulum, (late Sbah Za- 
dah), and Sujah Dowlah, Nabob of Owde, 
who waited, with their whole force, and 
a number et artillery, at Buxar, about 
100 miles bevond Patna, the armies 
came to a general engapement on the 
23d of October, and the Enghth troops 
gained the moft complete viory poflible, 
The enemy fied acrofs the Carumnaili 
with the utmoft precipitation, leaving 
their whole camp ttunding, and about 150 
pieces of cannon.

We received, with great pleafure, the 
firft news of your fuccefs of the 23d of 
Oeober, azaintt Svujah Dowlab, by vour 
note to the Prefident from the field of 
battle ; and yefterday we were favoured 
with your letter of the 26th, contaming 
the detail of the aSion; which, from the 
great force of the enemy, and the num- 
ber of their artillery, is one of the molt 
interefting that ever was fought in India. 

The fignal victory vou gained, fo as at 
one blow utterly to defeat their defigns 
apainft thefe provinces, is an event which 
does fo much honour to yourfelf, Sir, im 
particular, and to al] the othcers and men 
under your command, and which, at the 
fame time, is attended with fuch import- 
ant advantages to the Company, as calls 
upon us to return you our fincere thanks. 

We fhall regard it at once as our plea- 
fure and our duty to fet forth to the Court 
of Directors how much they are obliged 
to you for your fkill and a@tivity in the 
care of the army before the opening of 
the campaign, your judgment in — 
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them into the field in the earlieft of the 
feafon, and your conduct in the dilipofi- 
tion you made for receiving or attacking 
the enemy. We requeft that you will re- 
turn our thanks to the other field-officers, 
end the commandant ot the artillery, for 
their care and vigilance in preferving this 
difpofition, and taking every edvantage 
ypon the enemy 3 and the othcers and 
wen in general, for their bravery and 
good behaviour on this important occa- 
fon.

They 
may be afiured that your recommenda-

{hall receive upon all occafions every en- 
couragement the rules of the fervice will 
admit of, 

We thall alfo take the firft opportunity 
ef writing to the Prefident and Council 
of Bombay, of the good fervices of Major 
Peinble, and Capt* Hamilton and Mac- 
pherfon, belonging to that eftablifhment;

their neighbours, rendered him not a lit- 
tle formidable. This hero, after fend- 
ing Major Carnac an iniolent demand of 
the three provinces ceded by Mibr Coflim 
to the Company, and threatening to take 
them by the force of his invincible arms, 
came and engaged the Major under the 
walls of Patna: where his reception was 
fo very dijlerent to what he had before 
been ufed to, that he was very plad to 
march off, leaving many of his men be- 
hind him. This engagement, by the by, 
did us no great honour: for though we 
remained mafters of the field, it was real- 
ly a drawn battle ; his troops being very 
nuinerous, and his lois of men eafily re- 
cruited, gave him a great fuperiority o- 
ver our {mall army, harailed and fatipued 
by a long campaign; he returned, and 
incamped during the rains at a very {mall 
diftance from Patua, on the fide opofite 
to that occupied by the Major; who now 
acted on the defenfive, and both parties 
remained quiet, except now and then 
a flight fkirmifh. From that time our 
people continued in a perfe& ftate of in- 
activity, till at length a fpirit of mutiny 
{pread through our troops of both co- 
jours, which gave us more uneafinefs 
than any thing we had to fear from Sujah 
Dowlah. At this critical time, Major 
Monro, with part of his Highland regi- 
ment, arrived from Bombay: the com- 
mend was immediately given to him, and 
Carnac ordered down. On the Major’s 
arrival at the army, he fet about new- 
modelling it; and endeavoured, by a 
firiét difcipline, to reduce them to a due 
fenfe of their duty: but before he could 
effect his purpofe, no lefs than three bat- 
talions of Sepahis went otf, with drums 
beating, colours fiying, loaded arms, and 
fixed bayonets, carrying their officers 
forcibly with them. A body of men, 
with two field-pieces, were detached af- 
ter them, and foon brought thefe muti- 
neers into cap; who were nnmediately 
drawn up in two lines, oppoied by two 
others under arms, and two gyns. The 
Mejor efked tiem, man by man, the 
caule of their ; and thev be- 
ing either unwilling or unable to align 
any, he declared, that if the ringleaders 
were not given up to him, every man 
fhould be put to death on the fpot, 
They then turned out twenty-five; who 
were jaunediately tried by a 
bis 
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thal of Black officers, and eight of them 
condemned, and blown from the guns: 
the reit were put to death in the fame 
manner at Cillerent cantonments; aud the 
three battahens broke, and incorporated 
with others. This done, the Major turn- 
ed to the Sepals whe had brought in the 
delerters 3 aud afked them how he fhou'd 
seward their behaviour. Thev modeitiv 
pleaded having done no more than their 
duty required ; they might be in- 
culped with a pair of the Company's co- 
Jours extraordmaryv, they thould etteem 
themfelves honoured by (uch a dil- 
tin@ion. ‘The requett was granted, and 
by a condudt of the M. jor, 
and a daily exercite being ellabiilled, mu- 
tiny ceafed. 

The rains beginning to decreafe laft 
month, the army was put in motion, and 
foon crofied the river ol the cne- 
my. On er of Oober, at ten in the 
morning, the enemy approached us with 
bravery and refolution ; they were checke 
ed in their approach by an advanced par- 
ty of two battalions of Sepaiis, tupport- 
ed by two others, us toon as the fring be- 
man: this pave the Major, who litle ex- 
petted tuch a motion from the enemy, 
time to fori into two lines, the rear a- 
bout nfty paces trom the front. Sujah 
Dowlah advanced ct the head of 30,000 
horfe, imagining that the Maitor was re- 
treating, when he was only marching to 
the right to avoid a morets on Lis left; 
but, on feeing the tecond fine, which was 
unperceived by him for fome time, Sujuh 
sejoined his main body. Our Woops then 
puthed for his guns, carried them, and in 
ubout ten immutes atier, the attion be- 
came general. We totatly routed the e- 
nemy. The lols on our fide was, two of 
ficers killed, tix or feven wounded, about 
fixtvy Europeans, rank and tile, &e. and 
fix hundred Sepahis. The enemy leit 
full sooo behind them, 130 guns, all 
their tents, bugpage, Xe. lomne elephants 
and camels. Their greatelt dots. was 
when they croffed tie Nujiah, over which 
they had thrown two bricges. @ur peo- 
ple in the purfuit that day and the next 
found more cannon. Sujal Dowlah fled 
to one of his moft diftant cities; Cothm 
Ali, to Lucknow, the capital of the pro- 
vince; Somroo endeavours to {hift for 
hinfelf; and the Shach is now with our 
army at Banarras. This battle, fought 
enthe plains of Puxar, will, we hope, 
eftebiith pesce in Bengal, and that trade 
will flourith ence mere: it has totally de- 
flroyec the credit and importance vf our 
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own and the neigibouring Nabobs; and 
the Company will miuntain a corps of 
3000 Europeans, we tall have nothing 
in future to fear here.

I" may be imagined, that the applaufe 
given tothe tiatues of the Grecian art- 
its, is equally Cue to their paintings: 
thofe, at leait, who reaion merely from 
analozy, and from the refemblance there 
is between thele filler-aris, will be natue 
rally led to th's conclufion. But the waft- 
ing wand of Time, and the favage fury of 
conquering Barbarians, have deftroved 
the precious tnonuments that might have 
enabled us to judge with certainty and 
precifion in this nice matter. 

It is penerally fuppofed, that the Gre- 
cian painters were perfe@iv ‘killed in 
powers of exprejjion are 
elfo allowed them; but their merit is con- 
fined to thefe two articles. In the arts 
of perfpective, compofition, and colouring, 
they are confidered as totally Ceficient. 
This judgment is partly founded on the 
bas-reliefi, and partly on the ancien? pic- 
tures, (for itis impoffible to prove that 
they are Greciaw produétions), that have 
been dilcovered, either‘at Rome, or in its 
territory, and that have been dug out of 
the fubterraneous ruins of the palaces of 
Mecenas, Titus, Trajan, and the Anto- 
nins. Thele pi@ures are about thirty in 
number, and fome of them are in Mofaic. 

Dr George Turnbull, in his T'reatife 
upon Ancient Paintine, has given a col- 
lection of the moft noted ancient pictures, 


* I have omitted in this letter, for the 
fake of brevity, an account given by Mr 
Winkelman ot the famous method obferved 
by Michael Angelo, in order to render /tatves 
exactly conformable to his mode!s. This me- 
thod has not been followed by fucceeding 
iculptors, on account of the time and pains 
requires, which do not anfwer the purpo- 
ies of thofe whofe labours are direéted to- 
wards gain rather than reputation. I propofe 
making amends for this omiffion by a com- 
pleat edition of thete letters, in which I fhall 
iméert feveral paffages of the original work, 
‘iat T have omitted to avoid length.in this 
Curcorreipondence. I fhali, moreover, add 
to this edition Mr Winkclman’s Hi/fory of the 
me ana progress of the Fine Arts ; as alfo his 
Keamed and judicious Letter concerning the 
evcueries made at Herculaneum.

of which the drawings were done by Ca- 
millo Paderni, and engraven by Van 
Mynde. This is the mof{t valuable part 
of that heavy work, which, without 
thefe drawings, would not be worth the 
paper on which it is printed. Among 
thele engravings there are two, of which 
the original drawings belonged to the ca- 
binet of the late Dr Mead.. 

It is well known, that Poufion ftudied, 
with peculiar afliduity and attention, the 
Nozze Aldobrandine, or marriage-piece, 
that is ftill to be feen at Rome in the 
Villa Aldobrandina; and there are in 
forne cabinets drawings of Carrache done 
after the pretenled Coriolangs that is the 
figure Turnbull’s collefion ; 
there are alfo manv connoilleurs who tind 
a ftriking relemblance between the heads 
of Guido Rheni, and thole reprefented 
in the Rape of Europa, which is the 8th 
piece in the fame coilestion. As thefe re- 
marks are trite and vague, IT (hall not 
dwell upon them farther. 

It is, however, proper to obferve here, 
that if fuch pidures as thefe, rt frefoo, 
were fuffcient to pive us a true on 
curate idea of the progrefs and perfection 
of painting among the ancients, we would 
be abundantly jultified in confidering the 
Grecian painters as very mean profi- 
cients, both in the arts of drawing, and 
in the happy talent of expreffio. The 
walls of the famous theatre at Hercula- 
neum would alfo confirm us in this nos 
tion, as they exhibit few initances of e- 
legant drawing or noble expreflion, and 
inany examples of the contrary. The 
Thefeas, furrounded by young Athenians, 
who kifs his hands, and embrace his knees, 
afier his victory over the Minotaur, which 
is fo fine a fuljett for an artiit of true 
genius, is but indifferently drawn ; the 
Flora with Hercules and the Fawn, the fup- 
poled Judgment of Appius Claudius, are 
liable to the fame cenfure. The greateft 
part of the heads in thefe pieces are de- 
{litute of expreifion; and thofe in the 
laft, are without any diflinctive charac - 
ter at all. 

But Jet us not judge rafhiy from thefe 
few remains of antiquity; fince their mee 
djotritvy feems to prove evidently that 
they were the productions of fome fecond 
rate, nay perhaps of the loweft clafs of 
painters. For it appears abfolutely im- 
pofeble, that the beautiful proportions, 
the graceful contour, and the noble ex- 
prefiion, that ftrike us in the works of the 
Grecian {culptors, ag have been un- 
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known to the good painters of that na- 
tion. 

At the fame time I do not pretend to 
ceny, that the modern painters have {ur- 
pailed the ancient, in feveral refpects. 
In the article of per/pective they have a 
manifelt fuperionty, which has not been 
conteited by the moft enthuiattic parti- 
fans of the Grecian painters. The rules 
of composition, the art of grouping a va- 
riety ot figures with harmonv and free- 
com, were but imperfeétly potleticd by 
the ancients. This appears from the 
bas-vediets of that period when the Gre- 
cian artitts flourifhed at Rome; nor can 
the fingular merit of Echian be alledged 
as a proof of the contrary. It mult alfo 
be acknowledged, that, in point of co- 
wring, the moderns excel the ancient 
urtilts. This is manifeit, not enlv from 
the ancient treatifes on the theory of 
painting, but allo from the ancient pic- 
tures that have furvived the ruins of 
tine. 

Befides, it mut be confidered, that 
there are certain kinds of painting that 
have acquired, in modern times, a new 
degree of pertection. Such, among o- 
thers, is the reprefentation of /and/capes 
und aninals, in which our painters excel, 
by far, the moft eminent artifts of anti- 
quity. The moft beautiful kinds of ani- 
nials feem to have been little known to 
the ancient artifts, as we may judpe by 
the eque(trian ftatue of Alarcus Antoninus 
and the Two Hor/es on Monte Cavallo at 
Rome, as alfo by the Horfes of Ly/ippus, 
which are to be feen above the portal of 
the church of St Mark at Venice, the 
Oven inthe Farnefe palace, and, in gene- 
ral, by all the animals that compofe that 
group. It is worthy of remark, that the 
ancients, neither in their pictures nor 
their bas-reliefs, have repretented the 
ciuponal pofition that the legs of a horfe 
in motion always exhibit. The ancient 
mecals furnifh many proofs of this pal- 
pable miftuke. Some modern artifts have, 
through ignorance, imitated this defeét; 
which certain pretenced connoifleurs have 
yudicioufly defended. 

The beauty of modern Jandf{cape-pie- 
ces, more eipecially thofe of the Dutch 
painters, ig owing, in a preat mealure, 
to the ttriking of oil-colours, which 
nuch more lively than the coleurs em- 
wed by the ancients. I cannot, how- 
er, | eip Uinking, that this and the o- 
Mares that the moderns are zee 
teraily ioppofed to have had over the an- 
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cients, require more folid and fatisfaQory 
proofs, and delerve to be placed in a more 
cireumftantial and extenfive light, than 
has hitherto been the cafe. 

To bring the art of painting to its 
highelt perfection, one ftep more is ve- 
ceiiarv: but that ttep is diticult. The 
artitt, who leaves the beaten path of 
compofiiion, will naturaliy make this ttep; 
and accordingly fome enterprifing geni- 
ules have attempted it: but the view of 
the difficulties that attended it, have al- 
moit always made them return into the 
cominon road. he Pagawe 
the Saintiy Calendar, and the Jdletamor- 
phofes of Ovid, have furnifhed, during 
Many ages, the principal fudiects (with a 
few exceptions, ] may fay the only ones) 
that have emploved the pencils of our 
moit eminent painters. Thete fubjects 
have been fo often repeated under ditie- 
rent modifications, that they are quite 
exhautted, and are become more or lets a 
furfeit to the wearied connoifleur. Proy- 
ine, Hermits, Alartyred Alouts, Holy 
lies, Crucifixions, Europa’s Rape, Dap anes 
Flight, Phacton’s Fall, and fuch like 
jects, drawn from true or falle religion, 
are fo thread-bare and common, that 
fome variety is become requifite to re- 
new a palled tafte. It is therefore necel- 
fary to enlarge the compats of this fu- 
blime art, and to make it extend to thole 
objets that do not fall within the pro- 
vince of our external fenfes. This may 
appear, at firft fight, an extraordinary 
atteinpt, and be even looked upon by 
many as a romantic one ; bot it will de 
found, upon a-clofer examination, not 
only that painting may be thus extended, 
but alfo, that its higheft perfection cone 
fits in this method of employing ‘tt. 
That this elegant and fublime art has 
been fo employed, appears evident from 
feveral examples on record, which prove 
that the Grecian painters aimed at this 
kind of perfection. Parrhafius is faid to 
have drawn, in this manner, the charac- 
ter of a whole people, and to have re- 
prefented happily in one piece that mix- 
ture of benevolence and cruelty, levity 
and obftinacy, bravery and effeminacy, 
that diftingnithed the Athenians. IF 
fuch a complex repre tation was poiible, 
it conld only be “etiidted by the fuccours 
of allegory, by the means of emblems 
and figures that exprefied univer/al ideas. 

Here, indeed. the artift, whofe ideas 
are confined to the pro.indions of his 
temporaries or predeceflors, mu‘t fine 
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Joly 1765. 
himfelf in a barren defert. Modern paint~ 
ing furnifhes few of thofe actitions 
and figures that repreient abjiract queli- 
ties and univerfal ideas; luch as humanity, 
fortitude, cruelty, cowardice, effeminacy, 
The language of thoie 
javage Indians, who have juch a finall 
number of ab{traét ideas, and have no 
terms to exprels gratitude, duration, (pace, 
&e. is not more barren in this refped, 
than the language of painting in its pre- 
fent flate. A painter who looks beyond 
his paleitte, and extends his views beyond 
the narrow {phere by which his art is ac- 
tually circumfcribed, muft naturally be 
defirous of a repertory, where he may 
find fenfible images, that reprefent, with 
truth and precifion, invifible qualities 
and objects. There has not indeed ap-

probatilitv, that the confumption of this 
yrain would have greatly increafed in thofe 
slonds, and that (ill much larper quanti- 
tes would have been conlumed in the o- 
ther American territories of France and 
Spain, hae it been permitted to bave fup- 
plied them with it; and concluding with 
the ferme praver asin the former petition, 
that rice of the prowth of thofe colonies 
wight be tran‘ported to the Madeira, Ca- 
nary, and other ifles of Africa, end to a- 
ny part of America, fubje@t to the half- 
fubfidy.

This is an abf{traci of the act; but there 
feenis to be an inconfiftency between the 
fecond and laft claules of it. By the 
fecond claufe it feems by implication to be 
enaéted, that the legal tender of the bilis 
now fubfiiting fhall continue until the 
time now fixed for their difcharge : 
whereas by the Jaft claule it is expreflv 
enacted, that this act fhall not make any 
of the bills now fubfitting a lezal tender. 
This may lav the courts of juilice in fome 
of our colomies under a difficulty: and if 
the cafe fhould come to be decided here, 
it is probable that the decifion would be 
again{t the lepal tender; for I doubt. if 
the king can give a power to any colony, 
or corporation, to make their bills or 
notes a legal tender in payments of 
money, becaufe it is contrary to the com- 
mon law of England, as every thing mutt 
be that is in itielf unjuit. Our parha- 
ment never did, and I hope never will, 
go lo far as to enact, that exchequer-bills, 
or any other public fecuritv, thall be a

ration onthe roth. On the roth, a mo. 
tion was made, to take the report int 
confideration that day month ; but the 
guettion being put, it carried in the ne 
gative 87 to 25 5 and the report having, 
by order, been taken into confideration 
next morning, foine of the amendments 
wade by the cominittee were dilagreed to, 
fome were agreed to, and feveral amend. 
ments were made bv the houfe: but the 
Loute being informed, that feveral other 
amendments were neceflary, the bili was 
recommitted ; and the houle having imm:- 
diately gone into a committee upon it, 
the report was received, and the bill, 
with the amendments, was again order- 
ed to be printed: fo that before the re- 
port from this laft committee could be ta- 
ken into confideration, the parliament 
was prorogued, and the bill thereby loi. 
— But as Cupid has wings, he will con- 
tinue to fy to Scotland, or beyond feas, 
as often as he has occafion: for before 
pafling the aét 26° Geo. IT. it was never 
fo much es fuppofed, that a marriage duly 
folemnized in Scotland, of in any place 
beyond tea, would not be held to bea 
good marriage by the law of Fogland; 
and I wonder how any fuch guettion cou'd 
fince arife, as in the faid att it ts fo e 
prefely declared, that it fhall not exten: 
to Scotland, nor to any marriages foles 
nized beyond the feas. 
I thatl now conclude the hiftory ” 
this fefion with an account of fome® 
the moft remarkable affairs that did ne 
oceation the bringing in of any bill; ane 
confeguently mutt continue my accoue 
of thofe proceedings which were occ 
fioned by the North Briton, Ne Ae 
[xxvie 536.]. For thongh Mr Wilkes 
the author of that paper, had 
juitly expelled, and a new writ oreere 
for Alefbury; vet, on the 2cth of Janu 
ry, being the day on which the fad — 
Writ wes ordered, complaint was 
the houfe of a breach of the privilege ¢ 
that houfe by Robert Wood, Bigs 
Philip Carteret Webb, Eiq: memmoers 
that houfe, and three other perfons, * 
the imprifonment of the perfon of J” | 
Wilkes, then a member o 
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houle, and the feizing of his papers in an 
illegal manner. ‘Thefe words, ix as il- 
fezal manner, were added, I fuppole, in 
order to obviate an objection that imght 
have been made, from its having been 
already refolved, that privilege does not 
extend to the cafe of (editions libels 
{xxv 630.]; and accordingly, as both 
the members were then in their places, 
the matter of the faid complaint was or- 
dered to be heard at the bar of the houfe 
en the 27th. But this order was on the 
Monday following difcharged, and the 
{aid matter ordered to be heard at the bar 
on the 23th of February then next. ° 
In the mean time, on the 6th of Fe- 
bruary, a motion was made for addrefling 
his Majefty to give directions, that the 
r officers do lay before the houte, 
a copy of the warrant of apprehenfion, 
whereby John Wilkes, Efq; then a mem- 
ber of that houfe, was apprehended. But 
a the faid warrant was then upon record 
in the court of common pleas, fuch an 
addrefs was faid to be unneceffary ; there- 
fore, when the quettion came to be put, 
after reading the entry of the complaint, 
it was carried in the negative, by 217 to 
122. Then, on the 13th, the houfe, ac- 
cording to order, proceeded to the hear- 
ing of the matter of the faid complaint ; 
which was continued all that day, and.

after all the witnefles on both fides had. 
been examined, and the parties complain- 
edof had been heard in their own de- 
ence, a motion was made, That a gene- 
ral warrant for apprehending and feizing

i mot warranted by daw. Upon this mo- 
ton there enjued a long debate, and at 
4 motion being made to adjourn the 
éebate till Friday morning, and the que- 
mM pat thereupon, it was carried in the 
aivmative. Upon this a motion was 
made, That the houfe do now adjourn ; 
ut upon the queftion’s being put, it was 
carried in the negative; and then, by five 
rate and diftiné&t motions, with re- 
ped to the perfons complained of, it was 
that the complaint each 
of em retpectively {hould be difcharged : 
pa which it was ordered, that all com- 
‘Nees be revived ; and then the houfe, 
8 continued to fit till half an hour 
Ror even of the clock on Wednefday 
‘ing, adjourned till Friday morning, 
nine of tie clock. 
fcingly, on Friday the :7th, the 
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houfe, after difpatching the other orders 


of the day, ordered the ferjeant at arms_ 


to go with the mace into the fpeaker’s 
chamber, and into Weitmintler-ball, the 
court of requefts, and places acjacent, 
and fummon the members to attend the 
fervice of the houfe; and upon his re- 
turn, after reading this order of the day, 
the houle refumed the faid important ce- 
bate upon the queltion propofed on the 
t4th; whereupon an amendment to the 
— then propofed was offered and 
ecouded ; which being oppofed, a long 
debate enfued; but at latt the quettion 
being put, it was, upon a divifion, care" 
ried in favour of the amendment, by 252 
to 2:83; after which fome other amend- 
ments were agreed to, and then the que- 
ftion (fo amended) ftood thus: ** That a 
general warrant for apprehending and 
{éizing the authors, printers, and pu- 
blifhers of a feditious and treafonable li- 
bel, together with their papers, is not 
warranted by law, although fuch warrant 
hath been ilfued according to the ufage of 
office, and hath been frequently produced to, 
aid {> far as appears to this houfe, the va- 
lidity thereof hati never been debated in the 
Court of fin *s-bench, but the parties there- 
upon have been frequently bailed by the faid 
court.” Upon this que(tion (fo amended) 
there arofe anew and long debate, whiclx 
continued till after five of the clock on 
Saturday morning, when a motion was 
made to refolve to adjourn the debate till 
that day four months; and after fo long 
a fitting, and fo warm a debate, we can- 
not wonder, that, upon fuch a motion, 
the queftion, notwithftanding its im- 
portance, Was carried in the affirmative ¢ 
i fay, notwithftanding its importance ; 
for, by the amendments that had been 
made, the queftion became ftill more im- 
portant, if poilidle. 

As the liberty of every man in the king- 
dom, and even the prefervation of our 
conftitution itfelf, was fo intimately con- 
cerned in this queftion, and as it was left 
unéetermined by the guardians of our 
berties, we cannot be furprifed at its ha- 
ving occafiogec many debates without 
doors: for neither the doétrine relating 
to feditious libels, nor that relating to 
general warrants, tan properly be called 
natives of this country. We have in- 
deed, in the ftatute called Weftmninfter 
the firft, chap. 34. a law againtt telling 
or publifhing any falfe news or tales, 
whereby @ifcord, or occafion of difcord, 
or flander, might grow between the Kin 
6 3 ée ‘ an 
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and his people, or the great men of the 
realm; but fo far as Ican find, the word 
{cdition, or feditious, 1s never fo much as 
once mentioned in our ftatute-book be- 
fore the reign of Philip and Marv; and 
the word /editious being once introduced 
jn that tyrannical reign, as it was of fuch 
ay) uneertain fignitication, our lawyers, 
who love to dealin uncertainties, took 
care to introduce it again, even in the 
mild reign of Q. Elifabethn; after which 
scign we know what ule has been made 
of the words fediticns and how apt 
@ur miniiters have always been to deem 
every writing feditious, and to profecute 
it as a leditious libel, if it reflected upon 
any of their meafures, even though it 
mentioned no fads but what.were publicly 
kiown, or after.appeared tobe true. 
Tien as to the doctrine. relating to 
general warrants, it is of a much more 
modern date: for fo far 2s I have had 
time to fearch, J cannot find fuch a war- 
Fant mentioned in our Gatute-hook be- 
fore the 17th of his late Majeity’s reign. 
We find, it is true, frequently mention- 
ed in our records, the King’s having fent 
tothe fheritf. juftices of the peace, and 
other magiitrates, his mandate, or com- 
muiilon, to inquire into fome particular 
fort of crime, then commonly committed 
within their diftidt, and to feize and im- 
prifon the offenders ; byt we do not find, 
that in obedience to fuch a mandate, or 
coinmiflion, they iflued a general warrant 
to their under-officers, to feize all fuch 
erfons as they, in their great wifdomn, 
ould iuppofe to have been guilty of that 
cnme. They might, perhaps, give in- 
firv@ions to thew under-officers to endea- 


vour to difeover who had heen guilty of 


that crime, or who were fulpe&ed of ba- 
ving been guilty, in order that they 
might grant a warrant for apprehending 
the perion, in cele the proof appeared to 
them to be fumicient, or the fufpicion well 
grounded ; but to prant to fuch low offi- 
cers a diicretionary power to fearch for 
and feize whomioever they fhould pleafe 
to fuipe&, would be contrary to the whole 
fpirit of our laws and conftitution, which 
puts no difcretionary power into the hands 
of any but gentlemen, who, by their e- 
Cucation, ought to know the law, and 
who have fortune {uficient to make good 
the damage, if thev a& amifs. Into the 
hands of the low officers of juftice it puts 
no power, but merely that of obeying the 
Writ or warrant they receive from their 
fuperiors. A constabie, if he fees a man 
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break the peace, or commit any other a- 
trocious crime, may, by his own autho- 
rity, feize the criminal; but if the eri. 
minal efcapes without any freth purfuit, he 
cannot feize hin without a warrant from 
the juftice of the peace for that purpole; 
nor can the juftice legally grant his war. 
rant, unlefs he has a credible information 
upon oath, that fuch a perion by name, 
or by fome defcription, was guilty, or is 
juttly fulpe@ed of having been guilty: for 
if it be fufpicion only, he is bound to ex- 
amine into the grounds of {ulpicion, and 
grant, or refufe granting, his warrant 
accordingly ; becaufe no freeman is to be 
feized, or his houfe fearched, without 
fome probable caule of fulpicion, either 
fromm circumftances, or from his charatter 
in the neighbourhood. 

‘Tous the law of England ftood, in my 
opinion, before the 17th of the lait reign, 
except in fome particular cafes, perhaps, 
where it bad been altered by our late 
laws of cuftoms and excife. Before that 
year, no general warrant could ever be 
granted by law, not even in the cate of a 
murder committed by a perfon whofe name 
is unknown in that part of the kingdom. 
We often hear of the coroner's jury re- 
turning by their verdi@, a perfon’s has 
ving been murdered by perfons unknown ; 
but we never heard of a general war- 
rant’s being granted upon fuch an occas 
fion, to apprehend the murderer ; nor can 
any warrant be granted, till, from fome 
circumftances, a jult fulpicion be fixed 
upon a particular perfon: and if fucha 
fufpicion thould be fixed upon a traveller, 
or fojourner, lodged at fuch a houfe, 2 
juftice, or other magiftrate, without 

his name, might grant war- 
rant for apprehending him, in order to 
make him give an account of himfelf; 
and to difcharge, or detain him upon {ue 
fpicion, according to that account: but 
no juftice, or magiftrate, could, even in 
the cafe of murder, legally grant 4 ge 
neral warrant for apprehending the pers 
fon guilty of that murder; becaule it 
would be putting a difcretionary power 
into the hands of a low and mean officer, 
which he might make ule of for vexing 
and oppreMfing an innocent man, either 
through miftake, or to fhew his diligences 
or perhaps to extort money : and this, f 
will fay, is contrary to that fpirit of wit 
dom which diregted the fundamental lews , 
of England. 4 
Thus, I fav, ftood the law of Englar 


before the late alreratious, and Toa 
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
